REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Comunttee 


TOWN OF KENSINGTON, 


‘Hor the Year ending, March, 1865. 


Your Committee has visited each school near the time of its 
opening and its close, besides occasional visits at other times. 
He has been favorarly impressed with the appearance of 
progress. ‘The teachers, one and all, appear to have been com- 
petent to the duties devolving on them, and to have discharged 
their duties conscientiously. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 

Summer Session— Miss Aspire M. BuopaGert, Teacher. Length 
of session, 19 weeks; whole number of scholars, 50; average 
attendance, 36. Miss Saran F. BiopGert, sister of Miss ABBIE, 
taught in the district the summer before. The Misses Blodgett 
are so well known and appreciated as teachers that praise 
seems surperfluous. The order, easy and gentle management 
and evidence of progress in the school are a sufficient com- 
mendation. It is sincerely to be hoped the Town will not 
forget that they have such teachers within their limits. 


Winter Session — Mr. Frank D. Veasty, Teacher. Whole 


number, 49; length of session, 11 weeks; average attendance, 
2 
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344. Mr. Veasey is an experienced teacher, and the school has 
had his services before. Scholars made good progress in the 
the various branches of study. The class in Algebra and 
the higher branches of Arithmetic deserve much praise. The 
teacher’s method of imparting instruction to the primary classes 
was excellent. Had he been more stringent in discipline, it 
would have been an improvement. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Summer Session — Miss ArAmInTA D. Ricnareson, Teacher. 
Length of term, 17 weeks; whole number, 44; average, 32. 
Miss R. suffered much from ill health during the term, particu- 
larly towards the close, which was a disadvantage to herself 
and the school. Notwithstanding, the scholars made commend- 
able progress. Considering the disadvantages under which she 
labored, Miss R. is deserving commendation. 


Winter Session — Rev. E. D. E_prepen, Teacher. Length 
of term, 144 weeks. Whole number of scholars, 53. Average 
attendance, 35. 

It is believed that good discipline was maintained, and that 
good progress was made in the studies. . One large class in 
Colburn’s arithmetic, embracing about half the school, deserved 
much credit for the ambition they manifested in solving its diffi- 
cult problems. Some of the intellectual material of the school 
was of an ordinary quality, such as requires much rubbing 
to give a polish. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Your Committee begs leave to suggest that a much greater 
interest ought to be felt by parents in regard to the benefits 
their children derive from the school. Do not most parents 
feel as though their responsibility ceases when the “committee 
man” is chosen? and, consequently, if their children fail to 
make advancement, the fault is charged to the negligence or 


incompetence of the teacher. Facts abundantly show that 
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those parents who take a lively interest in the school, never, if 


possible, detain their children from school; speak with them in 
the evening about their studies; teach them to respect their 
‘teacher, and visit the school occasionally, have the happiness to 
see them advancing in their studies, and in true dignity and 
manliness of character. Children thus cared for seldom fail to 
become ornaments to society and the pride of parents. 

On the other hand, parents who are always complaining of 
the teacher in presence of their children; who never visit the 
schoolroom; often detain them for some trifling reason, do 
much, unconsciously, to make their children ignorant and 
vicious. If it was understood that the parents and guardians 
of children would all and always be present at the close of the 
school, it would greatly stimulate both teachers and scholars. 

Again. Scholars at school, like all other persons, are affected 
by outward circumstances. A house that is neat, commodious 
and well ventilated, with handsome and convenient desks, com- 
fortable seats, &c., will attract and induce study. Whereas, one 
that is shabby in appearance, with walls broken and dingy, 
rickety desks, seats so crowded. as to screw up the young limbs 
like a boot on the tree, will excite the evil genius of the boy. 
He feels a sort of license to open his jacknife rather than his 
spelling book, and make figures on the desks rather than on 
the slate. In this respect one of our schools labors at a 
disadvantage.
